DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see page, filed 8/21/2009 with respect to claim 32 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. Lickfield fails to teach placing a powdered 
substrate between the nonwoven materials. The rejection of claim 32 has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 32, 35-37, 39-45, 47-51 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
discloses a process for applying a coating to powdered substrates using a plasma 
apparatus as described in claim 32. However, the prior art fails to teach transporting the 
powder using a reel to reel where the powder is sandwiched between two non woven 
webs. The prior art discloses movement of a web through the plasma chamber however 
but fails to teach supplying a powdered substrate on the web or between two webs and 
coating the powdered substrate. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
